PETITION FOR WITHDRAWAL OF HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 

Dear Sir: 

On November 29, 2001, the undersigned received a Notification of Abandonment 
relating to the above-referenced application. The reason cited in the NOTIFICATION OF 
ABANDONMENT was that the Applicant failed to respond to the OFFICE ACTION mailed
